20 for Record $165,000, but 


Best Slippers 
go to Philip Samuels

en the wicked witch casting a 

Brave, or it may have been the 

t of the ruby shoes themselves that 

enzied bidding war to drive the final 

a pair of “Wizard of Oz” slippers to 

than eight times their pre-sale estimate of 

,000 to $20,000. They finally sold to an 
nonymous buyer for $165,000 at the June 21st 

Christie's East auction. The price was a record 

for any type of shoes sold at auction and for a 
single movie property. 

This particular pair of Judy Garland’s famous 
slippers (there were at least six pairs made) were 
a size GB, topped with 2,300 crimson-dyed 
sequins and soled with orange felt to muffle 

_ footsteps on the sound stage. Roberta Bauman 
won them in a contest in February 1940 when 
she was 16 years old. 

. “They are considered the ‘purest’ by those 
who believe in their magic,” said the auction 
Catalog. But, according to a recent article in the 
Los Angeles Times Calendar, Bauman’s pair 
definitely showed wear and were not the cream 
of the Garland ruby slipper crop. 

Another pair claims that champion title. 
Referred to as ‘‘the Witch’s shoes,” these were 
Probably the last and best pair made by Joe 


Napoli and they were delicately preserved for 
close-up shots only. 

The Witch's shoes are far more than just the 
top of the shoe pile heap when it comes to 
their pristine condition. As the suspected shoes 
used in the scenes where Garland taps her heels 
together three times, this mystical pair probably 
carry the most talisman-like power as well. 

In fact, the shoes were so well-loved by their 
first owner, Kent Warner, a Hollywood 
costumer, that he had them prominently 
displayed under spotlight in the living room of 
his garden apartment. Then, in 1981, the 
charmed shoes were auctioned by Christie’s 
East to an anonymous Californian who paid 
“only” $12,000 plus commission for them. 

After that it seemed as though collectors had 
lost out on a chance to vie for the best pair of 
ruby slippers known to exist — until June 21 
after the Christie’s East auction. It was then that 
Philip Samuels was able to make a private deal 
for the famed Witch's shoes. 

The sum paid for the #7 Judy Garland shoes 
was undisclosed. Perhaps Samuels simply 
knocked the heels together three times and 
commanded the shoes to follow him wherever 
he went...

The recent purchase of the Leon 
C. Perelman Antique Toy Museum in 
Philadelphia by Alexander Acevedo, 
the noteworthy Madison Avenue art 
dealer and owner of Alexander 
Gallery, for a reported four million 
dollars, and his subsequent 
announcement that he retained Bill 
Bertoia and Donal Markey to super- 
vise a complete sale of the contents, 
has the toy collectors’ world buzzing. 

The questions as to how and when 
the sale will take place are uppermost 
On everyone's minds. We all know 
how we collectors are totally fair- 
minded, benevolent, courteous and 
never, never greedy. . . right? Can it 
be possible that some of you have 
already gone into endurance training, 
running up and down numerous 
flights of stairs in preparation for the 
Sale? Or that an unprecedented number 
of you are taking speedwriting courses 
and participating in department store 
Labor Day sales to get into shape for 
the “great grab” of ’88? 

Herein is a recap of the recent 
€vents that are, even as this is being 
written, evolving. 


CONTENTS OF PERELMAN MUSEUM 


FOR RESALE 


The Perelman Antique Toy . 
Museum, located in the historic area 
of Philadelphia and housed in the 
Abercrombie House (1758), opened 
to the public in 1969. (See Jan/Feb 
1987, Vol. 6 #3 Collectors’ 
SHOWCASE, p. 52.) It closed nine- 
teen years later on August 6, 1988. 
The closing was brought about by an 
unfortunate occurrence. On Friday, 
August 5, two thieves gained entry to 
the premises and subdued Michael 
Tritz, the sixty-seven year-old atten- 
dant, at gunpoint. They bound and 
gagged him and proceeded to 
attempt to loot the museum. The 
security cases held excepting one 
containing approximately 100 anti- 
que marbles. These were all the 
thieves managed to escape with. 

The following Monday, after 
hearing of the museum break in and 
closure, Bill Bertoia and Donal 
Markey met with Mr. Perelman. Bill 
offhandedly asked if Leon would 
consider selling the museum’s 
contents. An offer was made and a 
series of events were set in motion 
which will potentially be a boon to 
many collectors across the country. 

Alexander Acevedo was invited in 
and a handshake and contract were 
entered into on August 9th. At pre- 
sent, only the formality of “closing 


escrow’ and taking possession of the 


building and the contents remains. 
Acevedo has retained Bertoia and 


Markey to conduct a sale or Series of 


sales to disburse this Outstan 


ding 
collection. 


Included in the Perelman collec. 
tion are many of the rarest and Most 
desirable mechanical banks known, 
including the ““Darkey and 
Watermelon” bank, an exceptional 
cap gun collection, automotive toys, 
early American tin toys, cast-iron 
toys, early American clockwork 
toys. . .virtually every category of toy 
known, manufactured from the 18th 
century to the 1940’s. 

According to Bill Bertoia, 
Alexander Acevedo has decided to 
make the entire collection available 
for sale with no “cherry-picking” by 
himself or his aids. The exact format 
of the sale has not been decided as 
of this writing. There is much dis- 
cussion of an advance “private sale” 
by invitation only, to be followed by 
a general sale on a first come, first 
served basis, with a substantial 
admission fee (to be credited to pur 
chase) of which a large percentage 
would go to aid a local children’s 
hospital. 

The general feeling is that the sal 
will begin on the premises in 
October of this year. The terms and 
conditions of sale will be set in

“The Freedman’s Bank has just 
arrived this morning in good condi- 
tion and with a 70% duty placed 
upon it by the Laredo, Texas, custom 
office, amounting to $5.60. I have 
received many banks from England 
and have never paid a duty of over 
40% and have written a complaint to 
the Laredo office. 

Enclosed will be found my check 
for $8.00 which includes the $1.00 for 
packing...” 

Today that same Freedman’s Bank 
has a six figure value. 

Mechanical banks have attracted 
collectors for years. Small accumula- 
tions were in existence during the early 
1920’s and the development of large 
collections dates from the Depression 
years. 

Those early collectors went through 
a long period of learning. Few knew 
what was really available and there was 
no information on what prices should 


be. They built their collections on 
intuition. Collectors today have access 
to documented facts and identification 
sources that were unavailable just a few 
years ago. Beginning with the research 
efforts of those few collectors in the 
1930’s we now have a good idea of 
how many banks are available. (The 
new book, “Penny Lane’ by Al 
Davidson illustrates 576 antique 
mechanical banks that are true 
collectibles. ) 

Auction results and advertisements 
give a general picture of current prices, 
but long term price changes take some 
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study. Let's look at what has happened 


over the years 
The first comprehensive prices we 
found came from a 1935 dealer list. 
You could have bought a William Tell 
for $15.00. Also at $15.00 was Lion and 
Monkeys, Rooster, Organ (Miniature), 
Hall's Lilliput and a Frog on a Rock. If 
you felt rich and were willing to part 
with $25.00 you could have had a 
Magician, Mason, Santa Claus or a 
Paddy and His Pig. The most expen- 
sive bank was a $45.00 Organ (Monkey, 
Boy and Girl). Some bargains offered 
were a Speaking Dog for $8.00 or a 
Boy Robbing Nest for $20.00.

In 1935 you could have bought fifty 
good banks at an average cost of 
$12.50. So, to get the collection you 
would have invested $630.00 and it 
would have included “Indian and 
Bear,’ “Darktown Battery,’ “Mason 
Bank,” “Magician” and a “Boy Robbing 
Nest.” 

Today that collection would be 
worth from $30,000.00 to $38,000.00. 
The price estimate is based on sales of 
the same type of banks in 1987. 

A 1945 mechanical bank price list 
reflected the price increases during the 
next ten years. The William Tell 
increased from $15.00 to $22.50, the 
Creedmoor from $10.00 to $16.50 and 


Eagle and Eaglets from $10.00 to $20.00. 


By the 1950's mechanical banks 
were becoming important collectibles. 
The Boy Robbing Nest now cost 
$125.00. The Boy on Trapeze was 
worth $60.00.

era, professional barbers were schooled in 
not only haircutting and shaving, but blood 
letting, tooth extraction, and even 
tonsillectomies — in short, paramedicals. 
Hence the word tonsalorium, meaning: to 
cut. The traditional red and white pole is 
symbolic of these specialties. .. red for the 
blood and white for the gauze bandage and 
cleanliness. 

A fledgling frontier town may have had 
but a half a dozen businesses consisting of a 
bank, saloon, hotel, general store, livery 
stable/blacksmith (perhaps an undertaker, 
but those duties too, often fell to the barber) 
and the barber shop. The saloon and barber 
shop were the natural meeting places of the 
male populace with the barber shop being 
the comfort station. Cowboys and miners 
made it a first stop in town for a bath, shave 
and hair cut prior to embarking on their 
quest for cosmopolitan pleasure. The banker 
and the business man made their daily 
pilgrimage for a shave and the latest gossip 
and politics. 


THE 
TRAIGHT RAZOR 


No doubt the popularity of a barber shop was due as 
much to the available shaving instrument of the day as it 
was to the comraderie. The straight razor, with its long 
blade and handle that articulates 360 degrees, presented 
difficulties for its user. If not sharpened to a proper 
degree, it was akin to shaving with a garden hose. The 
second demoralizing aspect of this form of shaving was

Straight razors all share the same general form, 
however, there is an endless variety of handle designs 
and materials, blade shapes and etched motifs on the 
blades. The earlier razors (1700-1800) are normally quite 
plain. Those from the early 1800’s used more exotic 
materials in the handles such as tortoise shell, horn, 
ivory and even a few with real mother of pearl. 
Celluloid, (an early form of plastic) became available in 
the early 1870's and by the turn of the century had 
generally replaced the other materials in the manufac- 
ture of razor handles. Because celluloid was so easy to 
mold and manipulate, it created a heyday for designers

Handles appeared with every conceivable critter, bird, 
cowboy, Indian and even nude women in bold relief 
and technicolor. The razors with the celluloid handles 
are the most popularly collected today. While they are 
becoming difficult to find, they are still available and the 
prices haven't gone through the roof yet. However, 
those made of pearl, tortoise shell or with elegant 
workmanship are getting very expensive. 


HAVING MUGS 


The familiar red and white pole was indicative of the 
barber’s penchant for cleanliness and sanitary practices. 


An extension of this concept was the use of a personal 


shaving mug for each individual customer. This 

proved to be as healthy for the barber’s wallet as it 
was for the patron’s physical health, since the barber 
sold the mugs. This practice apparently started in the 
midVictorian period and by the 1870’s and 1880's 
highly decorated mugs with the owners’ name and 
occupation permanently painted on them became 
the norm. 

These individually crafted, hand painted mugs, were 
typically made in Europe by a wide variety of 
companies. These mugs were imported unpainted by 
major barbering suppliers like Theo Kochs, Berninghaus 
and Koken for distribution and sale through the barber. 
The local barber would show his patron the catalog 
featuring the many floral and occupational designs and 
additional listings for hundreds of different work 
categories. Custom orders for secret social clubs or 
societies as well as special occupations could be accom- 
modated. Each mug was then hand painted “to order” 
including the name of its owner.

ARBER BOTTLES 


The culmination of a satisfactory shave is the applica- 
tion of some sweet scent called toilet water (of all 
things) or perhaps Vegiderma (only slightly better), 
Witch Hazel or Bay Rum. All are examples of marketing 
genius applied to this stuff today called after shave 
lotion. There were a myriad of concoctions, all alcohol 
based and all residing in the now famous barber bottle. 
“From around the 1870's until the turn of the century, 
many barbers mixed their own tonics and facial 
splashes. When the pure food and drug act of 1906 
restricted the use of alcohol-based substances in 
unlabeled and refillable containers, barber bottles for 
the most part were no longer used for their original 
purpose and were taken out of service.”

The variety of shapes, sizes and colors of barber 
bottles is truly phenomenal. Mary Gregory, art glass, 
bristol glass, satin glass, Cul crystal, and yes, even label- 
under-glass are just a few of the types to be found. Most 
are production bottles but many are hand painted anda 
few even personalized. While this is a well-established 
collectors field, prices are moderate for most pieces. 
However, very scarce OF rare bottles can bring some 
heady sums, as in any other field. 
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Matched ‘‘Vegiderma’’ 
bottles are typical in 
shape but scarce with this 
motif and are bigbly 
desirable examples.

Several large 
companies dominated this business with Koken of St. 
Louis being the biggest and Theo Koch probably being 
a close second. Both were distributors of various 
manufacturers’ products but also manufactured equip- 
ment under their own names. 

Barber poles are probably the most popular items in 
this category as they fit easily in most collections. The 
early ones were of wood and offer a lot of variety in 
style and shape. The turn of the century pieces were 
made of cast iron, aluminum and stained glass. By the 
late 1920’s sheet metal had replaced the cast pieces and 
the form had evolved to the more generic shape we 
recognize today as a barber pole. 

Barber chairs are popular among collectors, the earlier 
wooden examples bringing the highest prices. Barber 
chairs can vary considerably from rather plain design to 
elegantly carved masterpieces. 

Barber shop sample showcases which were sold to 
promote a supply company’s line of mugs and toiletries 
are a rare find. And for the collector with lots of cash 
and room to spare, the back bar certainly recreates the 
ambience of the Victorian barbershop.

If Jan Farley were told that she could spend 
half an hour with any person who’ ever lived, 
she'd pick Izannah Walker. “I would have loved 
to have known that lady,’ Jan said. “Her dolls 
are a folk art treasure that are still cherished 
today, 100 years later.’ 

In fact, the very first doll that Jan had 
affection for was one of her mother’s Izannah 
Walker rag dolls. “I was inspired to make rag 
dolls because of my mother’s interest in doll 
collecting,’ Jan said. 

At the age of 16 Jan decided to idly pursue 
the study of antique dolls. It was not surprising 
that the design she chose for her first cloth 
dolls reflected the primitive beauty of the 
Izannah Walker type folk art dolls. 

“They were not an exact copy,’ explained 
Jan, “but they were fashioned after the originals 
which were made in the mid 1800’s.” 

Jan lovingly weaved a personality into each of 
her dolls and soon she found herself stitching 
caricatures of people she had known in her 
childhood. Their heads, bodies, hands and 
shoes are made of rag. Each is hand sculptured 
and their rag skin is painted and treated to take 
on a life like quality. The hair is hand molded 
with each curl placed in individual strands. 

It is possible to purchase a doll that is similar 
to the ones herein portrayed but never will 
there be two alike. The clothes are designed 
from old fabrics and cannot be duplicated. The 
dolls often wear antique jewels and other 
paraphernalia that cannot be replaced. Their 
approximate size runs from 25 to 27 inches. 
Since they are completely handmade, their size 
varies a little. The fingers are individually sewn 
and they all reflect exact and tedious detail. 

In the final analysis, Jan states, ‘It is more 
important to me to create than to make money. 
| design dolls not to create a business but to 
create a legacy.”

Ithough Barclay, Manoil and 

Grey Iron were the major 

manufacturers of lead soldiers in 
the United States, another principal pro- 
ducer of dime-store soldiers was the 
Auburn Rubber Company of Auburn, 
Indiana. 

The firm entered the toy soldier field 
in 1935 with a modest assortment of 
five different figures. As the name 
suggests, Auburn's figures were made of 
rubber, the only dime-store soldiers 
made of this material. 

When consumer-advocate groups 
warned parents in the mid-1930’s about 
the dangers to children posed by metal

toys, Auburn proclaimed the virtues of 
rubber models. Unfortunately, their 
rubber construction meant that they 
bent, tilted, leaned and were not as 
finely detailed as their metal com- 
patriots. Probably for these reasons, 
Auburn's toy troops are not much 
sought after by collectors, although 
they enjoyed enormous popularity in 
their heyday. 

Because of their scarcity, the products 
of some of the less-successful metal 
dime-store soldier manufacturers have 
become highly valued by collectors. 

The toy soldiers of All-Nu, owned by 
former Barclay sculptor Frank Krupp,

They are also 
extremely well designed, since Krupp 
was a professional artist who pain 
stakingly sculpted each master out of 
ordinary clay placed over a wire 
armature. Krupp’s imaginative figures 
included an army news reel cameraman 
and a spirited group of ‘‘marching 
majorettes.’ All-Nu’s soldiers have the 
company name stamped on the under 
base. They were in business from 
1938-1941. 

Other American toy soldiers ranked 
among the finest are those of a short 
lived company called “The Warren 
Lines.’ Without doubt Warren’s toy 
troops are the most superbly crafted 
U.S. cavalry men turned out by an 
American maker. Horses came in seven 
positions. To offset the drab khaki dress 
of the soldiers, horses were painted in a 
rainbow of colors and the troopers held 
pistols, sabers, rifles or troop guidons 
and regimental standards in their hands 
Infantry figures came in a variety of 
stances and rounding out the infantry 
was a machine gun section. Warren 
figures are about 60 millimeters. They 
were priced somewhat higher than the 
figures of their dime-store competitors 
and therefore did not fare well in the 
marketplace. Lagging sales forced John 
Warren to abandon his venture in 1939. 

In 1941, Warren sold off the re- 
maining stock of his well-designed 
cavalry horses to the Comet Metal 
Products Company, which was then 
involved in producing its own line of 
toy soldiers. One line was called “The 
Brigadiers”” which were mainly close 
cousins of Britains models, complete 
with movable arms. Their only true 
original quality were the distinctive 
base, a stubby, oval affair spouting 
squared off projections at both ends 
and the rather pronounced forward 
lean of some charging models. 

After World War II] Comet employed a 
Swede named Holger Eriksson to 
design a new line of toy warriors of the 
world. In short order Eriksson 
fashioned more than 200 masters in 55 
and in 40 millimeters. His method was 

to carve the basic figure out of 
modeler’s wax. Next came a plaster 
mold from which, using an alloy of half 
tin and half lead, the first metal figures 
were cast. The extra tin content kept 
the metal soft enough for Eriksson to 
further refine the figure by carving 
extra detail and adding what he termed 
“individual expression.” The result was 
a series of toy soldiers that have no 
match in their realistic portrayal of 
fighting men. Comet issued these 
figures under the trademark 


Authenticast-Comet Gaeltacht 
Industries. 

Comet’s Authenticast line represents 
the last serious effort by an American 
maker to create a quality range of 
traditional toy soldiers. When Barclay 
cooled its molds for the last time in 
1971, the American metal toy soldier 
was no more. Like their British, French 
and German cousins, the McLoughlins, 
Barclays, Manoils, Warrens and 
Authenticasts have gone to those 
Valhallas reserved for toy troops that 
have faithfully performed their daytime 
duties. Artifacts of an earlier, perhaps 
simpler time, they are now valued as 
collectibles and treasured as nostalgic 
mementos.

HOW REVIEW 


I Scream, You Scream, We All 
Scream for |ce Cream 


(memorabilia that iSis3)

The Ice Screamers are a diverse group 
of almost 400 collectors specializing in 
the history and memorabilia of the ice 
cream parlor and soda fountain era. 
June 3rd and 4th were the dates of their 
sixth annual convention held in 
Saratoga Springs, New York.

Pennsylvania gave a detailed presenta- 
tion via VCR film on moulding dessert 
ice cream. 

A great deal of concern to all 
collectors has been rapidly escalating 
prices. In fact, the recent surge in the 
price of the heart-shaped dipper has 
had a discouraging effect on those who 
see collecting as becoming unaffor- 
dable. Others expressed concern over 
the persistent rumor that reproductions 
of the heart-shaped dipper are soon to 
hit the market and caution against 
buying anything that can’t be verified 
for authenticity. 

1876-1950 is the general time span in 
which collectors seek items. These 4 
dates mark the start of the increased 
general awareness of the soda fountain 
and extend through the peak popularity 
of the ice cream parlour. 

Ice cream is perceived as a uniquely 
American dessert, but its roots trace 
back to Italy, France and to England. 
While there are an assortment of often 
quoted references to George 
Washington and Dolly Madison 
concerning ice cream, and the 
documentation of ice cream parlors and 
serving houses in New York, 
Philadelphia, Boston and Baltimore in 
so many publications, ice cream did not 
become popular and affordable until 
Nancy Johnson of Baltimore invented 
the hand cranked freezer in 1849 and

Frank McGinity said that they contained 
the original belongings of Two Guns 
Whitecalf, a Black Foot Indian who 
some say was the model for the 

Buffalo nickel. 

‘There was plenty of ephemera in 
the suitcases to confirm that Two Guns 
Whitecalf was indeed the model for the 
Buffalo nickel,” said Bevard. ‘For 
example, from the materials in the 
Suitcases we have determined that in 
1927 Two Guns was escorted through 
the U.S. Mint as ‘The Indian on the 
Nickel. He was also presented with a 
large replica of the Buffalo nickel which 
he wore around his neck for the rest of 
his life. Further, the official brochure of 
the B&O Railways lists Two Guns 
Whitecalf as the profile for the Buffalo 
nickel. 

On November 10th at the Volunteer 
Fire Company Hall in Boring, Maryland, 
collectors will have a chance to bid on 
these historical items once belonging to 
Two Guns Whitecalf as well as consign- 
ments from the 1927 Fair of the Iron 
Horse and other items of interest and 
quality relating to the era of this find.

A 27%" Marklin, mid-1920's 
passenger steamer was the highlight 
of the recent “Toys & Dolls” sale 
sponsored by Skinner’s.

Sotheby's Collectors’ 
Carrousel Offers 


Mechanical Banks 


Designed as an incentive for young 
children to save their money, 
mechanical banks each made some 
sort of movement when a coin 


was deposited 

A delightful group of 250 of these 
banks was offered by Sotheby's at 
their Collectors’ Carrousel Sale in 
mid June. Dating from the late 19th 
to the early 20th century, the banks 
from the collection of Al Davidson 
were of castiron or lithographed tin. 
The majority were produced in 
America but some were manufac: 
tured in Germany and England 

Selling for top dollar was a circa 
1895 “Hillman Coin Target Bank” 
made of wood, glass and cast-iron. 
This 15%" mechanical bank was 
estimated at $8,600 $11,000 but 
realized $19 O00 

Another bank that doubled its 
estimated value of $6,500 to bring in 
$17.000, was a rare “American Bank.’ 
Made of cast-iron, when the coin is 
dropped in the slot and the crank is 
turned, the needle of the bank 
moves up and down. 

Children of the late 19th century 
must have enjoyed the “Merry-Go- 
Round” bank by Kyser & Rex 
Company, the “Red Riding Hood” 
bank and the “Circus’’ bank by the 
Shepard Hardware Company. 

Selling for $11,000, the “Merry-Go- 
Round” bank made animals revolve 
and bells chime when a Coin Was 
placed in the slot. Place a coin in the 
slot and press the lever of the “Red 
Riding Hood” bank and grand 
mother’s mask was activated to reveal 
the bad wolf. This bank sold for 
$8,500. The “Circus” bank Contained 
a colorful clown and a pony. It 
realized $4,750.

Weathervanes & Folk Art Offered at 
Skinner’s Americana Sale 


Weathervanes, those emblems of 
American history, have recently become 
one of the hottest selling American folk art 
forms. During their heyday of the 1800's, 
weathervanes were used to advertise the 
enterprise of the establishments on which 
they stood. 

In March 1987, Skinner broke existing 
records when it sold — for $203,500 — a 
61” copper locomotive train and tender 
weathervane which stood atop the 
Providence and Worcester railroad depot 
in Woonsocket, RI and earned reference in 
the Guiness Book of World Records. 

Although the June 11th sale did not 
break any records, a firehose cart with 
driver brought the highest bid of the eight 
weathervanes offered when it sold for 
$55,000. Attributed to the LW. Cushing 
Company of Waltham, Mass., the rare 
weathervane was manufactured in the last 
quarter of the 19th century. 

Other vanes included a cast-iron late 
19th century, full-bodied figure of a 
prancing horse which realized $11,000, a 
copper eagle weathervane which realized 
$1,700 and a copper bull weathervane 
which realized $750. Silhouetted sheet 
metal weathervanes included a cannon 
($750) and a train ($650). 

An extraordinary painted wooden 
carving of a horse and sulky with driver 
also went on the block to sell for $35,000. 
Made in Vermont, circa 1910, by an 
unknown craftsman and associated with a 
group of about 40 figures displayed in a 
country store during that time period, the 
carving was exhibited in 1961 at the Time- 
Life Building in conjunction with the 
opening of the New York-based Museum 
of American Folk Art.

Rare Britains Set 
Fetches $12,100 at 


Phillips 
Collectibles Sale 


With a little imagination attendees 
were able to hear the sound of 
marching bands and the roar of coal 
burning locomotives at Phillips’ June 
lith Collectibles Sale. 

The most exciting moment 
occurred when a rare seven piece 
Scots Guards Colour Party in Khaki 
service dress and steel helmets 
popped through the roof selling at a 
mind-boggling $12,100 and thus 
tying the North American record for 
a single lot of toy soldiers. 

Among the other featured items 
was a rare Britains’ set #2110 of a USS. 
military marching band in yellow and 
black dress uniforms with complete 
instrumentation: four trombones, 
four trumpets, two sousaphones, two 
French horns, two bass tubas, three 
clarinets, two bassoons, fifer, bugler, 
bass and side drummers, cymbalist 
and drum major. Sold in its original 
box, the set realized the second 
highest price of any item in the sale 
and sold for $4,500. 

Should the band have decided to 
make a whistle-stop tour, a fine pre- 
World War II Marklin O Gauge six- 
piece passenger train set, complete 
with a dining car was on hand to 
whisk them off. Estimated at $1,000- 
$1,500 the train set realized $3,500. 

The lead soldier section of the sale 
was centered around the David P. 
O’Neill collection, which included 
the most impressive offering of early 
(c. 1895-1920) Britains’ toy soldiers 
and other rare Britains’ sets ever to 
march across the Phillips’ New York 
sale room. 

Some of the highlights in this 
collection were: a Britains’ set 
#203A, Royal Engineers Pontoon 
Section, circa 1930, in its original 
box (realized $1,000); a Britains’ set

Feldman Collection at 
Sotheby’s 


171 items of the Howard & 
Catherine Feldman collection of 
American Folk Art were auctioned by 
Sotheby's on June 23. 

The Feldman Collection was built 
over the past 25 years and according 
to Howard was “perhaps the most 
all-embracing activity in our lives 
and has brought Cathy and me more 
pleasure and more excitement than | 
am able to express.” 

Of particular interest were eight 
fire hats. During the mid 19th 
century firemen participated in 
parades to celebrate special 
occasions. They decorated their 
firetrucks and the firemen laid aside 
their drab everyday uniforms and 
helmets to wear colorful parade dress 
and parade hats painted with 
company colors and decorated 
with insignias. 

One of the top lots was a circa 
1850 pressed felt top hat painted 
with a portrait medallion of Stephen 
Decatur. Estimated at $7,000-10,000 it 
brought $19,800. Another hat that 
sold well over its estimate was a circa 
1850 United States Fire Co. hat 
attributed to David Bastill, a black 
portrait, marine and banner painter 
from Philadelphia. It went for 
$17,600 — more than double its 
high estimate. 

A bid of $74,250 by Connecticut 
dealer Giampietro, won a fabulous 
circa 1888 carved and painted cigar 
store princess, signed by S.A. Robb. 
The figure held a block of tobacco in 
one hand and a bunch of cigars in 
the other. 

Howard Feldman has spoken of 
the directness, strength and beauty 
of the objects which attracted him 
and evoked for him the ‘romance of 
a past era.” These qualities were 
evident in a late 19th century molded 
copper “flying horse’ weathervane 
by A.L. Jewell & Co. ($52,500) and a 
rare and important painted and 
gilded pine Lafayette tavern sign from 
the first quarter of the 19th century 
($15,400).

A Century of 


Shaker Ephemera 
at Hancock Shaker Village 


The first full-scale catalogued 
exhibition examining a century of 
Shaker ephemera is being displayed 
now through the end of October at 
the Hancock Shaker Village in New 
Lebanon, New York. 

Entitled “Marketing Community 
Products 1830-1930 — A Century of 
Shaker Ephemera,” the exhibit was 
assembled by Dr. M. Stephen Miller, a 
long time collector and authority on 
Shaker ephemera. 

“The minor miracle of survival of 
these labels, billheads, broadsides, 
display cards, and the like make this 
exhibition something of a paradox,’ 
said Miller. “The fragility of paper 
and the intent of short-term use 
should have assured their destruc- 
tion. The tiny fraction of ephemera 
that remains in existence has 
become, for us, a unique window 
through which to view the economic 
life of the Shakers.” 

Strictly speaking, ephemera is 
printed material (usually paper) 
designed for one time or short term

‘Little Mamas: 19th 
Century Girls & Dolls’’ 


In the 19th century, dolls often 
played an integral part in a young 
child’s upbringing and socialization, 
much as they do today. Through role 
playing and imitation of their 
mothers, little girls learned infant 
care and nurturing and applied a 
growing fashion consciousness by 
attending to each doll’s attire. 

The Abby Aldrich Rockefeller Folk 
Art Center at Colonial Williamsburg 
attested to this rapport between a girl 
and her doll with their recent exhibit 
of 19th century portraits of girls with 
their dolls. 

The display, entitled “Little Mamas: 
19th Century Girls & Dolls,” 
included four watercolor and five oil 
paintings illustrating young ladies of 
the 19th century either clasping or 
accompanied by their doll 
companions. In addition, approx- 
imately a dozen period dolls from 
the permanent collection were 
shown with the portraits. 

The 19th century dolls included 
handmade, one-of-a-kind playthings 
made from twigs, nuts, corn cobs 
and husks, dried apples, odds and 
ends of fabric trim and wood scraps. 
These handmade examples demon- 
strate the fact that cost was seldom a 
factor in determining whether or not 
a 19th century child hada doll, as 
almost any scrap could be fashioned 
into a lovable “baby” by a devoted 
parent. 

However, mass produced dolls 
such as china heads, composition or 
papier mache dolls were also played 
with by 19th century girls and were 
therefore also part of the exhibit.
